Your letter of January 29th to Mr. Oberlin Smith, the President 
of the Company, was forwarded to My. Smith in FPlorida and has been re- 
turned to us with the request that we furnish the information desired. 


We have sent coining outfits to CVhentu, Szechuan Province; 
Kiafeng fu, Honan Province, and Wuchang, near Hankow. Photos 2685, 
5053 and 5054, enclosed herewith, Snow interiors of the Chentu Mint with 
the machinery furnished by us in operation. Photo 2170 represents the 
Obverse and reverse faces of the coins made in the Chentu outfit ex- 
cepting the smaller of the two perforated cash pieces at the right which 
was made at Wuchang. All of the coins shown on Photo 2170 were silver, 
the perforated coins excepted, which were brass. The Photo shows the 
coins somewhat larger than actual size, but we are enclosing samples of 

the brass cash from which you can obtain the real size. The two brass 
Gash are of the same weight but vary in thickness and diameter. 


We are also enclosing a sample 10 cash coin made in the Honan 
outfit which produced 300000 of these coins daily. We regret our in- 
ability to send samples of the other coins made in the Chentu outfit.
